What is the situation, insofar as the colored teens 
traveling from place to place during the coming base ball sdason, is 
concerned? 


I have reed in the Pittsburgh Courier and Chicago Defender thet 
both, the Negro National and Negro American Leagues, will operate again 
this coming season. Are you planning to send the Newark Eagles to 
Buffalo and vicinity this year? If so, I would like to get them for 
early dates in Buffalo and Hyde Park Stadium in Niagara Falls, N.Y. 


Owing to the fact that several promoters operated at Offermann 
Stedium here in Buffalo last season, each of us promoters were limited 
to about four dates each et Offermann Stadium last year in Buffalo, 

I want to get my bid early for choice dates at Offermarn Stadium, hence 
I will appreciate an early reply from you. Here are the first open dates 
et Offermann Stedium this year: Thursday, Friday, Saturday, Sunday, Mon- 
dey and Tuesday, May 20th,Zlst,22nd,2örd,24th and 25th, 1945, and 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, June lst, 2nd and 3rd,1943, If you 

can send the Newark Eagles, and another Negro Netionel or Auerican 
Leezue ciub to oppose them, I cen book such clubs for four dates,viz; 
two at Offermann Stadium, the first ard fourth days of this stay in 

this territory under my direction, ard I can book them at Hyde Park 
Stadium in Niazara Falle for a third dete, ard either at the Lockport, 
NeYe, or Jamestown, N.Y.-Pony League Park for the fourth date. If the 
Newark Eagles could come alone only, I could get the opposition for them 
from white clubs,viz: either Fort Niagara or the Niagara Falls Ceterecte, 
e new club at Niagara Falls, N.Y., that myself and another newepeperman 
will run at Niazara Falls this season, and which will be made up of most 
mejor and minor leszue white playere thet ere staying at their defense 
jobs in defense plants in the Buffalo end Nisgere Fells aree, and who 
will forsake professionel bese ball for this season, 


Kindly write me fully at once, giving me an idea of about how we 
can hope to work with the Negro American and National League clubs this 
coming season, and greatly onlige,
